Jack E. Van Meter, 56, 1610 
N. Jefferson, former Lee Cou n­ 
ty sh eriff, and long-time Dix on 
police officer, was pronou nced 
dead on arriv al at KSB Hospital 
early last ev ening, apparently 
of a h eart attack. 
Van Meter serv ed in th e po­ 
lice department 21 y ears, as an 
officer, sergeant and captain. 
He was ch ief depu ty sh eriff 
from 1962 to 1966 and sh eriff 
from 1966 to 1970. 
He was a past president of th e 
Police Benev olent Protectiv e 
Association and also h ad been 
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th e most interesting of wh icn 
was made by Ch arles Clark, 
wh ile acting director of th e 
EPA, wh o told Bu rke th at 
Dix on wou ld be th e first in th e 
state to receiv e a grant for 
operating a landfill.

U.S. planes blast targets 
in Hanol-Haiphong area 


SAIGON (AP) — American 
figh ter-bombers destroy ed or 
damaged more th an 170 bu ild­ 
ings Su nday at military camps 
in th e h eav iest raids on th e 
Hanoi-Haiph ong area in 4Vfe 
y ears, th e U.S. Command an­ 
nou nced today . 
Th e command said th at Air 
Force and Nav y jets attacked 
20 different targets in th e 
Hanoi-Haiph ong area, inclu ding 
th ree army barracks, th e north ­ 
east rail line to Ch ina, railroad 
y ards, su pply barges, storage 
and fu el depots, and antiair­ 
craft missile and artillery bat­ 
teries. 
It was th e h eav iest attack in 
th e Hanoi-Haiph ong area since 
March 1968, U.S. officials said. 
North Vietnam claimed fiv e 
American jets were sh ot down 
and some pilots captu red. Th e 
U.S. Command made no men­ 
tion of any plane losses. 
Among th e raids Su nday was 


th e first attack of th e war on 
th e Xom Bai army barracks 37 
miles north west of Hanoi. Pi­ 
lots said th eir bombs destroy ed 
13 barracks and 10 storage and 
su pport bu ildings, and damaged 
anoth er 46 bu ildings. 
Th e Xu an Mai military train­ 
ing complex 17 miles sou th west 
of Hanoi and Hai Dong Bar­ 
racks West, 23 miles north west 
of Haiph ong also were h it. 
Th e U.S. Command con­ 
firmed a report from Wash ing­ 
ton th at a Ch inese minesweeper 
h ad slipped into Haiph ong h ar­ 
bor despite th e U.S. minefield 
laid last May . Th e Command 
said th e sweeper h as been in 
Haiph ong abou t a week and is 
tied u p nex t to a Ch inese 
freigh ter. It said it was “not 
aware th at any mines h av e 
been swept,” and th e Nav y said 
th e minesweeper h ad not at­ 
tempted any clearing oper­ 
ations y et. 


Th e Command said it h ad 
planted new mines “at v ariou s 
locations to cov er areas not 
prev iou sly seeded.” 
Th e Nav y said th at th e Ch i­ 
nese minesweeper was th e only 
sh ip th at h ad slipped into Hai­ 
ph ong, and none of th e 27 sh ips 
th ere wh en th e h arbor was 
mined h ad left.

nou nced th at an American Air 
Force adv iser was killed in 
Sou th Vietnam Satu rday wh en 
h is small observ ation plane col­ 
lided with a Sou th Vietnamese 
jet near Qu e Son. A Vietnamese 
pilot with th e American and th e 
two Vietnamese in th e jet were 
also killed. 
In th e grou nd war, North 
Vietnamese forces fou gh t th eir 
way back into th e district h ead­ 
qu arters compou nd in Qu e Son 
Su nday nigh t, bu t gov ernment 
troops were reported still h old­ 
ing oth er sections of th e town. 


Th e Sou th Vietnamese were 
reported driv en ou t of th e mili­ 
tary compou nd th at was th e 
district h eadqu arters at du sk 
Su nday after a series of North 
Vietnamese artillery and mor­ 
tar attacks and grou nd as­ 
sau lts. Th e compou nd is abou t 
th e size of an av erage city 
block. 
Th e h eav y sh elling attacks 
wou nded at least 40 Sou th Viet­ 
namese troops, and h elicopters 
try ing to ev acu ate th em were 
driv en back by North Vietnam­ 
ese antiaircraft gu ns ringing 
th e town. 
Sou th Vietnamese rangers 
and infantry men were reported 
try ing to consolidate th eir posi­ 
tions at Qu e Son in an effort to 
h old th e district capital. It fell 
to th e North Vietnamese on 
Au g. 19, and th e Sou th Viet­ 
namese recaptu red it last Fri­ 
day . 
Abou t 25 miles to th e north , 


U.S. h elicopter gu nsh ips appar­ 
ently th warted a rocket attack 
on Da Nang, Sou th Vietnam’s 
second largest city . Field re­ 
ports said th e h elicopters at­

miles sou th of th e city . At least 
th ree of th e North Vietnamese 
were reported killed.

The 
Doctor 
Says:

D ea r Dr. L a m b —I enjoy 
reading your column and hope 
you can help m e. I am 25 years 
old and have two children. 
Since I ’ve had them I seem to 
be losing a lot of hair. I have 
been told that a person who has 
been given gas during delivery 
will lose hair afterward. 
I wonder if I ’m lacking a 
certain protein or vitamin. I 
can scratch my scalp and the 
hair just falls out. I am on the 
nervous side lately. I also have 
been taking diet pills off and on 
for the past two years. I really 
don’t need them now since I lost 
all the weight I wanted to lose. 
My little girl, who is 3 years 
old, has long blond hair which 
hasn’t been cut since she was 


born. It hasn’t seemed to grow 
any more during the past year 
and her hair 
seems 
to 
be 
fa llingou t. This is a nother 
rea son 
I 
wonder 
if 
w e’re 
lacking a vitamin or protein. 
I should mention that I have 
an oily skin problem and wash 
my hair twice a week. 
Dear Reader—It is common 
for women to lose hair after 
pregnancy. The condition 
is 
tem p ora ry 
and 
usually 
disappears within a year after 
delivery. This, however, has 
nothing to do with having a gas 
anesthetic for the delivery. 
There a re many causes for 
excessive loss of hair including 
nervousness. In this regard, if 
you’re already “on the nervous 
side,” I ’m not sure that taking 
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diet pills which usually cause 
nervousness is the best idea. 
Since you’ve lost all the weight 
you intend to, you should dis­ 
continue this practice entirely. 
If you diet in the future, it might 
be wise for you to avoid diet 
pills. 
Som e endocrine disorders 
including a low thyroid function 
can contribute to loss of hair 
and also oily scalp. The most 
frequent cause of loss of hair, 
however, is eccessive beauty 
treatm ents that many women 
take, whether they a re done at 
hom e 
or 
co m m ercia lly . 
Anything which pulls the hair 
too tight or a hair style which 
pulls the hair tightly will aggra ­ 
vate the normal loss of hair. 
Repeated uses of tints and dyes 
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at too frequent intervals also 
can damage the hair follicles 
and result in loss of hair. Harsh 
shampoos used too frequently 
can also cause difficulty rather 
than helping. 
As a general 
m easure I usually recommend 
to people with falling hair to try 
to wash their hair about once a 
week with a mild shampoo, and 
to leave the hair loose and 
natural. 
Brush 
with 
a 
soft 
brush. If you continue to have a 
lot of falling hair ask your 
doctor about it. He may wish to 
do some tests to see how your 
endocrine 
glands 
a re 
func­ 
tioning. 
Regarding your little girl, 
hair is constantly being lost and 
replaced. All anim als do this. 
Some do it by seasons, and this 
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is 
the 
typical 
shedding 
or 
molting season. In humans the 
fo llicles produce h a ir on a 
staggered time basis so that 
some new hair is always being 
formed, and some old hair is 
reaching its normal life span 
continuously. O therw ise, we 
would have a molting season 
too. 
Hair does have a definite 
limit to the length it will grow. 
When it gets to this length it 
stops growing and tends to fall. 
I suspect that this is the case 
with your little girl.

Frank “Bu d d y ” Paschen Jr., 
v ice presid ent of his family ’s 
constru ction firm and the man 
in charge of the Kenned y -King 


job, d oesn’t d eny it. 


Paschen 
had 
work ed 
for 
y ears with black s and said he 
had confid ence in their ind iv id ­ 
u al capability as craftsmen. 
“Bu t most of them ju st weren’t 
q u alified to get inv olv ed in a 
big job, mainly becau se of the 
financial 
commitment 
they 
need ed ,” he said . 


Bu t in the spring of 1970, 
when bid s for Kenned y -King 
were solicited , the time had 
come. There was no longer any 
d eny ing black d emand s.

Vic au er of North Holly wood, tied for the 
silv er medal with Nicolae Rotaru of Roman ia 
with 598, which tied the old Oly mpic record. 
Mark Spitz of Carmichael, Calif., sped 
throu g h his 200-meter bu tterfly qu alify in g 
heat in 2:02.11, on e of three American s to 
shatter the old Oly mpic stan dard of 2:06.6 set 
by A u stralia’s Kev in Berry in 1964. The other 
U.S. record-breakers in the ev en t were Gary 
Hall of Garden Grov e, Calif., timed in 2:03.7 0 
an d Robin Backhau s of Redlan ds, Calif., 
timed in 2:03.11. 
In the m en ’s 100-meter backstroke, the 
Oly mpic stan dard of 58 .7 secon ds set by East 
Germ an y ’s Rolan d M atthes in 1968, fell twice 


to American s. 
First, Mike Stamm of San Dieg o, Calif., was 
timed in 58.63 an d then Mitch Iv ey of San 
Jose, Calif., lowered the mark to 58.15. 
Matthes won his heat in 1:00.01. 
Mean while, there was g ood n ews for pole 
v au lter Bob Seag ren . The In tern ation al Ama­ 
teu r Athletic Federation rev ersed itself an d 
said he can u se the pole with which he set his 
world record. Seag ren took the n ews calmly .

EDITOR’S NOTE: The nation 
may have to choose between 
fewer jobs or higher prices if 
industrial pollution is to be 
cleaned up. One company al­ 
ready has had to face that di­ 
lemma and its decision may of­ 
fer a guide to what is in store. 
AP environmental writer Stan 
Benjamin tells about it in the 
third installment of a four-part 
series on The Cost of Cleaning 
Up.

MARIETTA, Ohio (A P )- A 
future national dilemma over 
pollution costs was played out 
in miniature last year in Mar­ 
ietta. 
The dilemma is posed in a 
332-page report by economists 
who told the government last 


March that the cost of ending 
pollution is a choice of higher 
unemployment or higher prices. 
“ It is very difficult to escape 
the conclusion,” they wrote, 
“ that either prices must rise by 
an additional one-quarter per 
cent per year throughout the 
decade...or the rate of unem­ 
ployment must be as much as 
one-quarter per cent higher.” 
They predicted that when the 
environment presents its clean­ 
ing bill, the government will 
sacrifice price stability to save 
jobs. 
In Marietta, however, eco­ 
nomic theory was upstaged by 
what has been called the Show­ 
down at Pollution Gulch. 
The showdown was already 
brew ing when William D. Ruck- 
elshaus pinned on his sheriff’s 
badge as administrator of the

nation’s 
new 
Environmental 
Protection Agency, on Dec. 2, 
1970. 
A federal-state air pollution 
conference had been trying 
since 1967 to get Union Carbide 
Corp. to eliminate the smoke 
and sulfur oxides pouring from 
its ferro-alloys plant at Mariet­ 
ta. 
The company refused to pro­ 
vide information for the confer­ 
ence or allow inspections and 
boycotted a second round held 
in 1969. 
Nevertheless, the conference 
adopted a timetable for Carbide 
to reduce its pollution, starting 
with a 30 per cent cut in sulfur 
oxides from its power plant by 
Oct. 20, 197 0, and aiming for 
full abatement by April 1972. 
When Ruckelshaus took of­ 
fice, Carbide was six weeks 
overdue on its first deadline. 
Less than a week later the 
company 
proposed 
a 
new 
abatement scheduled 
to 
be 
completed almost three years 
later than the conference rec­ 
ommended. 
Ruckelshaus reviewed it for a 
month, then replied that Car­ 
bide’s plan was “not accept­ 
able” and the original dead­ 
lines must be met. 
"The air pollution conditions 
in the Parkersburg (W.Va.) 
Marietta area are critical,” he 
wrote. 
“The Union Carbide 
plant is the major source of 
discharges...satisfactory prog­ 
ress has not been made.” 
He told Carbide to buy and 
bum low-sulfur coal in its pow­ 
er plant to meet the earliest 
deadlines. 
Carbide’s first reply, in a 
public statement, seemed to be 
surrender: The company was 
buying or diverting from its 
own mines low-sulfur coal. 
Four days later, however, 
company vice president Wil­ 
liam M. Kelly told Ruckelshaus 
that Carbide could not obtain

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enough low-sulfur coal to meet 
further deadlines without shut­ 
ting down part of its plant and 
laying off as many as 625 work­ 
ers. 
Consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader quickly charged Carbide 
with “economic and environ­ 
mental blackmail.” 
“We aren’t blackmailing any­ 
body,” said Philip Huffard, 
Carbide’s director of environ­ 
mental affairs. 
He said Ruckelshaus' de­ 
mands would cost $5 million to 
$7 million a year and "that 
kind of money has to be given 
serious 
economic 
considera­ 
tion.” 
But Carbide had earned $186 
million—$3.05 
per 
share—in 
1969, and Huffard admitted it 
was “a question, perhaps, of 
priorities.” 
Carbide 
eventually 
found 
enough low-sulfur coal after all, 
stopped talking about layoffs, 
and began pouring money into 
antipollution devices not only at 
Marietta but also at its plant in 
Alloy, W.Va., near Charleston. 
Today, Carbide claims to be 
“world leaders in cleaning up 
the air” although a company 
publication admits, “ We had 
not planned to win these honors 
quite so soon.” 
In economic terms, the Show­ 
down at Pollution Gulch made 
Union Carbide “internalize” its 
antipollution costs. 
Fred Charles, plant manager 
at Marietta, says coal costs 
have doubled, increasing over­ 
all plant operating costs by 
more than 10 per cent. 
By 197 5, he says, the plant 
will have installed some $20 
million worth of antipollution 
equipment that will add $2 mil­ 
lions to the plant’s annual oper­ 
ating costs. 
Charles said the antipollution 
costs, coupled with “a soft 
world market and import com­ 
petition,” has left his Marietta 
plant barely profitable. 
Both Charles and Case said 
one long-range option was for 
ferro-alloy production to move 
abroad, closer to sources of 
ore. 
But the heavy investments 
seem to mean Carbide is stay­ 
ing in Marietta and Alloy. 
In those circumstances, what 
can a plant manager do? 
“We’ll have to somehow just 
survive until the regulations we 
have been facing up to are 
being complied with by every­ 
body else and we become more 
competitive,” Charles said. 
And then? 
The prices will have to rise.”

Indi­ 
vidual bond was set at $25,000. 
Officers said the two were 
stopped Friday on U.S. 90 eight 
miles east of Del Rio during a 
routine early-morning check for 
illegal immigrants. 
Border patrolmen smelled 
marijuana in the car and called 
in U.S. Customs agents. The 
marijuana was allegedly found 
wrapped in burlap sacks in the 
trunk of the car.
